The doctor was identified as 
Frank L. Wiefels, a radiologist. 
He was taken hostage at a 
hospital after the gunman kid­ 
naped the driver of a car which 
he commandeered at a small 
grocery store.

The gunman had fled to the 
store, which he tried to hold up. 
from the scene of a rape in 
which a woman was stabbed in 
the chest, Van Dyke said.

Presidential Privilege

Most states, and numbers of 
counties and cities, are far 
ahead of the United States 


' A ll presidential papers directed personally to 
the President or recehed directly from him, and 
thusc recordings in which the President per­ 
sonally. participates, are absolutely privileged 
1 he President *hall decide when the privilege is 
to t)e invoked and the extent of the privilege ” 
This is the text of an amendment to the Consti­ 
tution of the I nited States urged by a Cleveland 
lawyer who believes that the doctrine of separa 
tioi of powers has been seriously breached by 
the Supreme Court 
On July 24, 1971. Chief Justice Warren Burger 
handed down the court s 8-0 opinion in the case of 
United Stales vs Richard M Nixon, President of 
the I nited States directing the President to 
produce certain tap« recordings and documents 
relating to his conversations with aides and 
advisors 
This was the famous Watergate tapes case and 
was, in the opinion of attorney Joseph O Coy, 
“the most important constitutional question 
which has confronted the court in the 187 years 
since the Constitution was written." Certainly, 
he sa> s, it ranks with the 1803 case of Marbury 
vs Madison < which was cited as a precedent in 
the tapes decision), in which Chief Justice John 
Marshal! struck down an act of Congress as un­ 
const tu* tonal 
In Mi.rbury vs Madison, the court assumed 
“the province and the dutv to say what the law 
s ' in I nited States vs 
Nixon, while it 
recognized executive privilege as fundamental 
o the operation of the government, it held never 
theless tivit “ the general assertion of privilege 
must > o Id to the demonstrated speciiic need for 
evidence in a pending criminal trial." 
By virtue of these two decisions, maintains 
Coy, “ the judicial branch now ha> established 
omplete supremacy over both the legislative 
. nd the executive branches of the government." 
1 he question that w ill spring to most people’s 
minds is, what would have happened if Cov‘s 
imendment had been part of the Constitution at 
he time of the Watergate scandal? The im­ 


peachment proceedings against Kichard Nixon 
would never have gotten off the ground 
Cn\ doesn't agree The evidence on the (apes 
w a:- not all that crucial to the case against Nixon, 
he says. Even it it w as, the fate of one president 
or of a handful of his subordinates was secondary 
to the overwhelming importance of the confiden­ 
tia l^ of the presidential decision-making proc­ 
ess 
t o the effective functioning of the three 
branches oi the government 
HE POINTS OCT THAT the secrecy of con­ 
gressional proceedings is protected by the 
Constitution (Article I, Section 5) and cites the 
demands of a special committee headed by Sen. 
Frank Church. 1) Idaho, that the Ford ad­ 
ministration provide it with information from 
Nixon White House files about CIA and FBI ae- 
ti\ dies 
This 
creates, 
says 
Coy, 
the 
anomalous 
situation of the executive branch being com­ 
pelled to divulge information to the legislative 
branch 
which 
is 
under 
no 
constitutional 
obligation to do the same Inevitably, he fears, 
there will be all kinds of leaks of this informa­ 
tion. to the detriment of the nation’s intelligence 
apparatus, if not its very security. 
Others read United States vs. Nixon dif­ 
ferently. Some observers, alarmed at the growth 
of executive power, warn that for the first time 
the Supreme Court found “constitutional under­ 
pinnings 
for presidential confidentiality. 
Several times the court alluded to the need to 
protect “ military, diplomatic and sensitive na­ 
tional security secrets.” Indeed, even as fate 
was about to close in on him. Richard Nixon ex­ 
pressed his gratification “that the court re­ 
affirmed the validity and importance of the prin­ 
ciple of executive privilege 
the principle I had 
sought to maintain.” 
In any event, with Watergate still so fresh in 
the public mind. Coy’s proposed amendment 
seems more likely to remain one of those things 
legal scholars like to argue about than become a

A Yen for Sunshine 


The group charged that 
school 
officials 
resort 
to 
suspending pupils for infrac­ 
tions because 
they are 
in­ 
tolerant of children who are dif­ 
ferent. It said there were better 
ways of discipline than tossing 
kids out of schools. 
The report said there was no 
good reason for most school 
suspensions, but statistics in 
the study raised some questions 
about their conclusion. 


This is the conclusion of The 
American Conservative Union 
after examining key congres­ 
sional votes cast during the 
first six months of this year. 
Based on its own conserva­ 
tive philosophy, the ACU rated 
the average House member as 
voting right 41.8 per cent of the 
time this year, compared to 41.9 
per cent last year, a minimal 
change. 


The l*and oi the Rising Sun' is becoming the 
land o! disappearing sunlight This is especially 
true in Japan's larger cities w here, in addition to 
pollution and smog, another enemy of sunshine is 
at work 
The proliferation of high-rise buildings in 
recent ye a rs has been causing disputes between 
owners of the multistory buildings and nearby 
residents and landowners over the "right to sun­ 
shine " 


The Home Affairs Ministry has devised a 
scheme to allow local municipalities to reduce 
property taxes on plots of land near high-rise 
buildings that are deprived of sunlight. The 
decision acknowledges the fact that property in 


Sunlight is important to the Japanese for more 
than aesthetic reasons. Because their homes are 
lightly built and uninsulated, they need as much 
sun as they can get in the chilly w intertime. And 
in these days of rapidly rising fuel costs, there is 
an actual monetary value attached to the 
amount of sunlight one s home receives 
The government has decided to step in and 
provide compensation for those forced to live in 
the shadows reports Focus Japan magazine 


the shade has realized lower selling prices 
recently and that landowners have suffered 
financial losses. 
The tax reductions, which will be determined 
by the local government but which cannot ex­ 
ceed a 20 per cent ceiling set by the ministry, w ill 
go into effect on Jan 1. 1976, w hen the next of­ 
ficial revaluation of land prices is scheduled to 
be conducted. 
In previous revaluations, such adverse in­ 
fluences on the price of land as automobile 
noises vibrations and exhaust emissions, have 
been taken into consideration Loss of sunlight, 
however, has never before been regarded as a 
minus factor.

November, 1972, 72 per cent of 
Washington State’s voters put 
into effect a law requiring state 
and local elected officials to file 
each year a sworn statement of 
financial affairs. South Dakota, 
in 1974, passed a sweeping law 
which includes candidates for 
Congress, as well as state 
elected and appointed officials. 
The evidence is not all in, but 
it seems clear that most of the 
30 state laws were rammed 
through by public pressure.

NEW YORK (A P) — Jews 
filled temples and synagogues 
the world over today to mark 
Yom Kippur. the Day of Atone­ 
ment. with fasting, self-eval­ 
uation and repentance. 
The holiday, the most sacred 
on the Hebrew calendar, began 
at sundown Sunday as cantors 
chanted the Kol Nidre, a tradi­ 
tional prayer beseeching God’s 
forgiveness for man s fallibil­ 
ity. 
‘One long blast of the shofar, 
or ram’s horn, ends the daylong 
worship this evening. 
Rabbis in the New York met­ 
ropolitan area stressed in their 
sermons that the sacred holi­ 
day was one of hope with the 
obligation to improve the hu­ 
man condition. 
Rabbi Ronald B. Sobel, at 
Temple Emanu-tCI on Fifth Av­ 
enue. stressed that the faith, 
religion and heritage of the 
Jewish people “ were built nei­ 
ther on the assumption that life 
is banal and absurd or human 
nature fallen and tragic.” 
At special services at Mount 
Sinai Hospital. Rabbi Jospeh 
Zeitlin saia that the holiday was 
a “ reminder to put oneself in 
the position of the deprived, the 
hungry and those who suffered 
in the world.”

SANTA FE, NM. CAP) — 
John Ehrlichm an, suntanned 
and bearded after six months of 
his new life among the artists 
along Canyon Hoad here, might 
be writing about W atergate. 
But he’s not talking. 
His landlady says he’s w rit­ 
ing a book, and he did not den; 
a report that he is under coI 
tract with Simon and Schuster 
for a novel said to be auto­ 
biographical. 
"1 just wouldn’t comment on 
it,” was his response, made 
through the cracks in the plank 
gate of the high adobe wall at 
his fashionable hilltop cottage. 
Unlike other main characters 
in the nation’s W atergate dra­ 
ma, Richard M. Nixon's form er 
chief domestic adviser and 
long-time political lieutenant 
has shunned the lecture circuit 
and refused interviews. 
In a grocery store conversa­ 
tion - he does his own shopping 
— he reasoned that if he grants 
one interview he’ll be hounded. 
“And 1 would have broken faith 
with abput 20 others who have 
asked and have been refused,” 
he said. 
Ehrlichm an lives alone here; 
his wife is still in Seattle. Dis­ 
barred by the Supreme Court 
and facing two federal prison 
terms, he awaits the long proc­ 
ess of court appeals. At age 50, 
he has traces of gray in his 
black beard and moustache 
He ren ts from M argaret 
Twyman, 60, who lives next 
door. “He strikes me as a very 
decent fellow. He’s a good 
tenant. 
H e’s 
grow ing 
vegetables over th ere and 
taking care of the lawn,” she 
said. 
“He commented one time he 
was writing a bode, and I guess 
he is,” she said. “ I don’t hear 
any 
typing over 
there, 
so 
maybe he’s writing it in long 
hand.” 
Mrs. Twyman, incidentally, 
lived in the W atergate Apart­ 
ments in Washington. DC., be­ 
fore she moved to Santa Fe last 
October, leaving a job with the 
State Departm ent for one with 
the National Park Service here 
But she said she never met Eh­ 
rlichman in Washington. 
Thomas A. Brown, a remode­ 
ler and craftsm an, said he sold 
her the houses for about $65,000 
The Ehrlichman cottage has 
one 
bedroom , 
corner 
fireplaces, Mexican tiles and an 
impressive view, he said. 
This area’s history dates to 
Spanish colonists in 1590, and 
many of the neighborhoods, in­ 
cluding Ehrlichm an’s, are dis­ 
orderly collections of old adobe 
houses and dirt roads. The 
S panish-speaking neighbors 
a re 
slowly 
selling 
to 
newcomers, 
many 
of 
them 
artists or owners of stores 
specializing in craft items. A 90- 
unit condominium is planned 
across the road. 
The beard doesn’t hide Eh 
rlichman in Santa Fe. which 
despite its 40,000 population and 
cosmopolitan residents, retains 
a small-town neighborliness. 
But there’s a tradition of 
leaving people alone that has 
let other celebrities, from John 


Wayne to poet Alan Ginsberg, 
pass through seemingly without 
notice. 
E hrlichm an plays tennis. 
goes to quiet p arties and 
frequents the more intimate 
re sta u ra n ts. M eanw hile, his 
wife, Jeanne, has taken a job 
with the Seattle Symphony. She 
declines all comment about her 
relationship with her husband. 
At least some of their five 
children have visited Ehrlich­ 
man here, and their youngest 
son. Robert, played guitar and 


sang for a while at a casual 
Canyon Road restaurant called 
“The Bistro.“ 
William Kirschke. the young 
conductor of the Orchestra of 
Santa Fe. says on the basis of a 
conversation at a social gather­ 
ing that Ehrlichm an’s knowl­ 
edge of music is impressive. 
They talked about the Santa Fe 
Opera’s production of “Fal- 
staff,” which Ehrlichman saw. 
The ethic on Canyon Road, 
expressed time and again, is 
you don’t talk politics with John 


E h rlich m an or you’ll rain the 
party. 
“He’s laid back. H es got 
some dues to pay,” said a 
bearded musician. “But who 
am I to say how much?” 
A waitress who has served 
him at a coffee house said, “T 
don’t like him, but that’s just 
politics. Heck, all he does here 
is eat.” 
His postman, Johnny Garcia, 
said, “He’s nice to me. We talk 
about the weather. I think he’s 
had enough problems as it is.

CONCORD, N.H. (A P)—Bit­ 
ter personal hostility between 
Democrat John A. Durkin and 
Republican Louis C, Wyman is 
marking the last days of New 
Hampshire’s Senate campaign 
as the year-long rivals battle 
for advantage1 in a Tuesday 
runoff both hope will he deci­ 
sive. 
The antagonism between 
Durkin and Wyman flared 
'Sunday, both on and off the air, 
as they participated m a pair ot 
television interview programs 
to climax the campaign made 
necessary when the Senate was 
unable to decide who won thc-ir 
first race last November. 
Durkin accused Wyman of 
engaging 
in 
Watergate style 
tactics, while the GOP eundi 
date claimed his opponent had 
lied rejicatedlv . as ihev clashed 
over a Republican letter to New 
Hampshire hunters that ac­ 
cused the Democrat ol favoring 
gun control. 
“ I think it represents a new 
low in New Hampshire politics, 
and Pm ashamed ot you.” Dur­ 
kin declared after he raised the 
issue and denied the charge on 
ABC’s “ Issues and Answers.” 
“ I ’m ashamed of you. Mr. 
Durkin, for lying time and time 
again,” countered Wyman, 
claiming ih a t Durkin had 
changed his gun control posi 
tion. 
An hour later, in another Bos­ 
ton studio, they went through a 
similar confrontation in an in­ 
terview taped for showing to­ 
day on NBC s- “ Today” show. 
Both the 58-year-old W> man, 
a conservative Republican who 
has spent 30 years in elected 
and appointed posts, and the 39- 
year-old Durkin, a liberal 
Democrat who was state insur­ 
ance commissioner before 
launching his first bid tor elec­ 
tive office last year, said they 
hope the margin Tuesday will 
be decisive.

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
For 
the first time, the Army is fore 
mg out of the service some 
regular «Hirers who in joining 
indicated they were making the 
Army a career. 
The 625 regular officers arc* 
among 2.HW officers who will he 
dropped from the service by the 
end of September us part of a 
cutback to bring the number ol 
Army officers to an authorized 
strength ol 98,125 by June 30, 
1976. 
The change to permit the 
dropping of regulars during re­ 
ductions in force was approved 
by a law sought by the Army. 
Before the legislation, the 
Army could drop only reserve 
officers even though they were* 
outperforming regulars 
The new law permitted the 
Army to judge reserve and 
regular officers alike in identi­ 
fying 2,700 officers for possible 
release irom the service.

Copperweld 
Fight Shifts 
To Pittsburgh 


PITTSBURGH (A P) The le 
g.il battle betwVcn Copperweld 
Corp and the Paris based So 
ueto I metal w as to get under 
way today in the courtroom ot 
U.S. District Court Judge John 
Miller here. 
The attempted takeover by 
the French firm has been met 
with loud protests by Copper 
weld employes and politicians 
on all levels, most of whom 
characterize the move as an 
outright grab to drain Copper 
weld of prof its, leading to plant 
shutdowns and unemployment 
Busloads of pickets, led by a 
marching hand and a man on 
stilts wearing an Uncle Sam 
suit, marched a( the French 
embassy in Washington last 
week to protest the attempted 
takeover. 
Many of the demonstrators 
curried signs that read things 
like, “ Go home. Frenchie.” 
But for all the theatrics, what 
happens in Miller’s courtroom 
may well determine the luturc 
ol tin* specialty metals firm. 
Copperweld is seeking a per­ 
manent injunction against the 
I metal offer to buy all of the 
Pittsburgh-based firm’s com­ 
mon stock for $42.50 per share 
Copperweld, which has ubout 
4.7(H) employes at plants in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, says 
I metal’s offer of $118.2 million 
is “ clearly inadequate” for its 
stock. 
The suit charges the French 
company, controlled by Baron 
Guv de Rothschild is violating 
U.S. anti trust laws with its oi­ 
ler because “ Société Imetal 
and some «>1 its owners, in­ 
cluding A max, Inc., are major 
producers of copper and other 
miners purchased in large 
quantities by Copperweld.” 
Imetal, meanwhile, has also 
tiled suit in New York federa 
court accusing Copperweld of 
violating federal securities 
law s in connection with Copper* 
weld’s response to metal’s ten­ 
der offer. 
I metal’s hid, which also of­ 
fers $1,517 for each $1,000 prin­ 
cipal amount of Copperweld’s 5 
l>er cent convertible dehen 
tu res, was in effect suspended 
by Judge Miller’s temporary 
restraining order a week ago. 
Imetal's offer was scheduled 
to expire at 5 p.m.

Post Office Will Increase 
Service for 10 Cent Stamp 


W A SH IN G T O N (A ID 
The 
Postal Service says that start­ 
ing next month it w ill give at 
least as good service for a 10 
rent stamp as it now does tor a 
I if cent airm ail stamp. 
t nder the program that takes 
ellect Oct. 11, first-class mail 
w ill receive service “ equal to or 
better than a irm a il." the Postal 
Service said Sunday. 
“ Fo r the m ailing public, the 
practical effect of the iirstciass 
improvement program is that 
dom estic first-class postage 
will 
purchase 
the 
level 
ol 
service 
that 
previously 
only 
airm ail could buy.” a Postal 
Serv ice announcement said 
A Postal Service spokesman 
said 
much of the first-class 
m ail destined for distant ad 


dresses now is transported by 
air. Alter Oct. 11. the Postal 
Service will guarantee that it 
w ill go by air, he said. 
This means that 
there 
no 
longer will be an advantage in 
paying the extra three cents for 
an airm ail stamp. 
The Postal Service has dis 
cussed up grad in g first-class 
mail since Feb ruary but post 
poned the change until after 
new postal rates were decided 
upon. 
The Postal Service on Sunday 
obtained tfit* legal authority to 
begin the process of increasing 
postal rates. The Postal Service 
is expected to do so this week, 
resulting in an increase in the 
Iirstcia ss rate from 10 to 13 
cents after Christm as. 


"D u e to die extensive use of 
a ir transportation, adjustments 
in collection services and the 
use of letter sorting machines, 
the 
Postal 
Service 
has 
the 
capability of providing service 
to first class mail which, on a 
national basis, w ill regularly 
equal or exceed airm ail service 
perform ance.” the announce­ 
ment said. 
The Postal Service says that 
under the new program it will 
tie able to program more than 
90 per cent of all first-class mail 
for either next-day or second- 
day delivery. At present, that 
schedule applies only to a ir­ 
mail. 
The s e rv ic e im p ro vem en t 
program applies to domestic 
first-class 
mail 
weighing 
13 
ounces or less. A separate air 
parcel service, known as prior 
ity mail, and international air 
mail w ill rem ain unchanged.

a irm a il 
stamps, stamped cards and en­ 
velopes can he exchanged at 


full postage value for ordinary 
stamps, stamped cards and en­ 
velopes.
